But  just  the  same,  I  truly 
believe  that  our  efforts  to  raise  our  children  in  a  loving  Catholic  home  may  just  have  sparked 
their  interest  and  comfort-level  enough  to  attend  and  graduate  from  SJC.  They,  along  with  an 
untold  number  of  current  students  and  alumni,  have  a  decided  advantage  in  realizing  their  full 
human  dignity.  In  my  eyes,  that  advantage  is  priceless.  Your  help  ensures  that  Saint  Joseph’s  is 
here  for  you  to  take  pride  in  for  many  years  to  come.  As  you  finish  reading  this  letter,  please 
pause  for  a  moment,  recall  one  faculty  member  from  your  college  experience,  and  offer  a  prayer 
of  thanks  for  the  fact  that  they  touched  your  life.

Bob  Cassey  ’69 


The  legal  field  is  one  of  the  most  saturated  in  the  United 
States,  while  professions  revolving  around  the  spiri¬ 
tual  “call  to  service”  are  among  the  most  understaffed. 
However,  the  coupling  of  these  career  paths  doesn't  faze 
Bob  Cassey  ’69,  both  a  deacon  at  St.  Petronille’s  Church 
in  Glen  Ellyn,  Illinois,  and  an  attorney  for  global 
consulting  giant  Accenture  in  Chicago. 


Cassey  first  stepped  onto  SJC’s  campus  in  1964  as  one 
of  the  C.PP.S.  seminarians,  residing  with  other  “mongies” 
in  Xavier  Hall.  However,  in  his  senior  year,  with  the  pros¬ 
pect  of  graduate  studies  in  Theology  fast  approaching, 
Cassey  had  begun  to  reconsider  his  aspirations  for  priest¬ 
hood.  “So  many  things  were  turned  on  end  both  in  Ameri¬ 
can  society  and  in  the  Catholic  Church.  As  a 
nation,  we  were  reeling  from  the  reality  and  impli¬ 
cations  of  Vietnam,  the  hippie  generation,  and  the 
wholesale  rejection  of  tradition.  The  Church  and 
the  Catholic  subculture  in  the  U.S.  were  trying  to 
assimilate  the  sea-change  of  Vatican  II.  I  grew 
increasingly  restless,”  he  explained.  “I  just  couldn’t 
summon  up  the  enthusiasm  to  even  think  about  the 
next  steps  toward  ordination.”  After  a  series  of  heart-to- 
heart  talks  with  the  late  Rev.  John  Klopke,  C.PP.S.,  his 
Spiritual  Director  who  encouraged  him  to  “trust  his  gut,” 
he  finished  college  and  returned  home  to  Detroit, 
Michigan,  where  he  began  teaching  French  at  the 
University  of  Detroit  High  School. 

For  the  next  15  years,  Cassey  focused  almost  entirely  on 
his  family  and  career.  He  met  and  married  his  wife,  Peggy, 
and  together  they  had  three  children.  He  received  a 
master’s  degree  in  French  from  McGill  University  in 
Montreal,  and  later  graduated  from  the  University  of 
Michigan  Law  School.  He  started  his  legal  career  clerking 
for  a  federal  trial  judge  in  Detroit.  His  focus  eventually 
shifted  to  information-technology  law,  leading  him  to 
work  with  General  Motors  and  Electronic  Data  in 
Detroit  and  then  for  Accenture  in  Chicago. 


It  was  in  1982  that  his  older  brother,  Dan,  encouraged 
him  to  attend  a  Cursillo  (pronounced  Kur-SEE-o)  retreat, 
a  three-day  weekend  intended  to  help  Christians  take 
personal  ownership  of  their  faith.  “At  that  point  in  my 
life,  my  faith  was  very  ‘churchy.’  I  was  more  interested 
in  the  structural  part  of  church  membership  and  less 
focused  on  my  relationship  with  Jesus  Christ,”  Cassey 
said.  “Sometimes  you  pay  too  much  attention  to  the 
finger  and  not  what  the  finger’s  pointing  to.” 

Cassey  and  his  wife  found  themselves  heavily  involved 
with  their  parish  and  the  Cursillo  movement  throughout 
the  next  several  years,  and  it  was  on  a  Cursillo  weekend 
in  1995  that  Cassey  felt  called  to  the  diaconate.  He  was 
ordained  on  September  8,  2001,  and  preached  his  first 
homily  the  following  Sunday  at  St.  Petronille's,  while 
the  nation  was  still  reeling  from  the  September  11th 
terrorists  attacks. 

As  a  deacon,  Cassey  is  part  of  the  pastoral  staff  of  St. 
Petronille’s.  In  addition  to  assisting  at  the  altar  and  preach¬

ing  one  Sunday  a  month,  he  baptizes  infants,  officiates  at 
weddings  and  funerals,  and  is  actively  engaged  in  youth 
ministry  and  the  sacramental  preparation  of  new  parents, 
engaged  couples,  RCIA  catechumens  and  candidates,  and 
confirmation  candidates.  He  also  started  and  actively 
leads  a  “Re-Membering”  ministry  that  helps  alienated 
Catholics  come  to  grips  with  their  issues  with  the  Church. 
At  the  diocesan  level,  he  remains  active  with  the  Cursillo 
movement,  and  is  currently  a  Spiritual  Director. 

Today,  Cassey  is  still  restless,  but  given  the  shape  his  life 
has  taken,  he’s  more  at  ease  with  his  restlessness.  “If  you 
want  to  hear  divine  laughter,  just  tell  God  the  plans  you’ve 
made  for  yourself,”  he  said.  “God  had  something  else  in 
store  for  me,  and  it’s  that  direction  that  led  me  to  where  I 
am  now  and  where  I’ll  be  10  years  from  now.  Eventually, 
I  know  God  will  lead  me  home.”

Criminal  Justice 
Students  Receive 
Sample  of  Life 
at  Indiana 
State  Prison 

You  don't  have  to  be  a  prisoner  to 
get  a  taste  of  prison  life.  Students 
in  Assistant  Professor  of  Criminal 
Justice  and  Sociology  Paul  Magro’s 
Introduction  to  Criminal  Justice 
classes  learned  this  lesson  firsthand 
during  the  first  week  of  December,  as 
they  participated  in  half-day  tours  of 
the  Indiana  State  Prison  in  Michigan 
City,  the  largest  maximum-security 
correctional  facility  in  the  state. 

The  first  part  of  the  tour  involved  a 
pat-down  search  for  each  student. 
They  were  then  given  a  tour  of  the 
grounds  and  information  about  poli¬ 
cies  and  regulations  mandated  by  the 
prison,  which  holds  almost  2,000 
inmates  ranging  in  age  from  14  to  80. 
The  tour  ended  with  a  special  talk 
prepared  by  one  of  the  facility's 
inmates,  John,*  who  is  currently 
serving  a  life  sentence  plus  1 80  years 
without  the  possibility  of  parole  for  a 
multiple  homicide. 

Magro,  who’s  been  taking  students  on 
such  tours  for  the  last  several  years, 
believes  such  trips  are  crucial  to 
students’  success  after  graduation. 
“One  of  the  objectives  we  strive  for 
in  our  Criminal  Justice  program  is  to 
prepare  students  to  make  objective 
decisions  regarding  criminal  justice 
issues  on  their  own  before  they  go  out 
into  the  world,”  he  said.  “The  next 
time  these  students  are  in  conversa¬ 
tions  about  how  long  or  how  short  a 
prison  sentence  should  be,  they  now 
have  a  point  of  reference  on  which  to 
base  their  decisions.” 


On  January  19th,  while  many 
institutions  and  businesses 
halted  operations  for  the 
day,  students,  faculty,  and  staff  at 
Saint  Joseph’s  College  fastened  on 
their  walking  shoes  in  order  to  honor 
the  life  and  works  of  Dr.  Martin 
Luther  King,  Jr.,  participating  in  a 
march  from  the  Jasper  County  Court¬ 
house  to  the  Rev.  Charles  Banet, 
C.PP.S.  Core  Education  Center. 
After  the  march,  a  program  featur¬ 
ing  speakers  and  gospel  music  was 
held  in  the  Core  Education  Center’s 
Shen  Auditorium. 

Those  on  hand  to  share  thoughts  and 
prayers  for  the  day  included 
Rensselaer  Mayor  Herbert  Arihood, 
SJC  President  Ernest  Mills  III,  Rev. 
Timothy  McFarland,  C.PP.S.  ’78, 
Bro.  Tim  Hemm,  C.PP.S.  ’70, 
Assistant  Professor  of  Criminal  Jus¬ 
tice  and  Sociology  Frederick  V. 
Greene,  and  SJC  Diversity  Coalition 
members  Tara  Torres  and  Allison 
Good.  Arihood  proclaimed  the  day 


Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.  Awareness 
Day,  and  music  was  provided  by 
Brighter  Day,  a  gospel  choir  from 
Marion,  Indiana,  and  SJC  students 
Nikita  Hall  and  Jerome  Burton. 
The  Diversity  Coalition  announced 
the  winners  of  their  Martin  Luther 
King,  Jr.  Writing  Contest,  in  which 
over  175  students  entered.  They  also 
named  Director  of  Security  Ernest 
Watson,  Jr.  the  first  annual  Diver¬ 
sity  Coalition  Martin  Luther  King 
Day  Honoree. 

Published  writer  and  fourth-genera¬ 
tion  gospel  minister  Franklin  S.  Hill 
III  also  made  a  special  trip  to  SJC  to 
speak  to  the  day’s  celebrants.  “A  lot 
of  people  are  informed,  but  that 
information  does  not  transform 
them,”  he  said.  “King  realized  that 
until  a  person's  heart  has  changed, 
nothing  has  changed.  [He]  brought 
Christian  ethics  to  those  with  a  little 
knowledge  of  them  but  had  not  put 
that  knowledge  into  perspective.”

The  Saint  Joseph’s  College  chapter  of  Habitat  For  Humanity  is 
used  to  extending  their  services  throughout  the  United  States. 
This  summer,  however,  they’ll  find  themselves  on  their  first 
international  venture.  Habitat  will  begin  their  trip  to  Tanzania,  Africa, 
on  July  29th  and  stay  until  August  10th,  roughly  two  weeks  before  the 
start  of  SJC’s  2004-2005  fall  semester.  Contact  met  with  Faculty 
Advisor  Fred  Berger  to  obtain  more  details. 

With  so  many  countries  to  choose  from,  what  made  Habitat  settle  on  Africa? 

Berger:  It  started  a  few  years  ago.  I  asked  the  students  to  set  some  goals  for  the  future,  and 
one  of  those  goals  was  to  provide  money  and  resources  for  an  international  building 
project  in  Tanzania.  The  Jasper  County  Habitat  For  Humanity  designated  Tanzania  as  its 
international  affiliate.  SJC’s  Missionary  Outreach  Program  assists  with  missionary  work 
there.  Assistant  Professor  of  History  Susan  Chattin  has  been  there  several  times  and 
encouraged  me  to  pursue  student  involvement  in  that  area.  It  seemed  to  be  the  place  to  go. 

How  is  preparing  for  this  trip  different  from  the  ones  made  in  the  United  States? 

Berger:  There  have  been  more  logistics  to  worry  about  on  this  international  trip  than 
simply  van  rentals,  hotel  rooms,  and  grocery  bills.  I  have  to  make  sure  the  students  are 
up-to-date  on  State  Department  travel  warnings  and  inoculations,  have  passports,  and 
meet  visa  requirements  -  things  we  haven’t  had  to  do  for  a  trip  to,  say,  Texas.  We’re 
working  with  a  travel  agent  who  has  a  mission  contract  with  major  airlines,  and  it’s  been 
rewarding  to  see  the  flight  costs  remain  reasonable. 

What  kind  of  response  have  you  received  from  the  campus  community? 

Berger:  It’s  been  overwhelming!  A  number  of  students  have  expressed  an  interest  in 
going,  some  of  whom  have  never  been  involved  with  Habitat  before.  One  of  our  profes¬ 
sors  is  teaching  a  Swahili  class,  and  it’s  full  of  the  students  who  plan  to  go  on  the  trip.  It's 
fascinating  to  watch  them  commit  to  projects  like  these. 

Our  alumni  have  also  been  very  supportive.  Tim  ’60,  Christopher  ’87,  and  Patrick 
Downey  ’96  of  the  Downey  Family  made  a  very  generous  contribution  to  our  travel 
expenses,  which  makes  it  possible  for  each  student  to  fly  for  free.  The  donation  is  very 
much  appreciated  by  everyone. 

Are  houses  in  Africa  similar  to  those  in  North  America? 

Berger:  The  houses  that  we’ll  be  building  in  Tanzania  will  be  very  different  from  the  ones 
we  build  here.  In  Africa,  soil  is  taken  from  the  area  and  mixed  with  concrete  in  order  to 
form  blocks  to  make  walls.  There  will  be  no  running  water,  and  the  houses  will  have 
corrugated  metal  roofs  and  pit  toilets.  They’ll  seem  primitive  to  us,  but  for  the  people  in 
need  there,  those  houses  will  be  a  great  step  up  in  their  standard  of  living.

The  Value  of  a 
Catholic  College 
Education 

ruce  Hicks  ’79  has  two  priorities:  his  family, 
which  includes  his  wife  and  four  children,  and 
his  faith,  Catholicism.  Given  these  priorities, 
it’s  easy  to  understand  why  he  is  so  committed  to 
Catholic  education. 

An  Indianapolis  resident  and  proud  product  of  both  a 
Catholic  high  school  and  college,  Hicks  serves  on  the 
board  of  directors  and  chairs  two  committees  for 
Cardinal  Ritter  High  School,  where  his  two  oldest  chil¬ 
dren  attend  school.  Only  recently  stepping  down  from 
his  duties  on  SJC’s  Alumni  Association  Board  of 
Directors,  he  volunteers  his  services  every  year  at  the 
College’s  annual  Homecoming  celebration.  His  wife, 
Sue  (Fritsche)  Hicks  ’79,  serves  on  the  administra¬ 
tive  staff  and  Parent  Teacher  Association  for  St. 
Michael  the  Archangel  Elementary  School,  where  their 
two  younger  children  are  enrolled.  Together,  the 
husband  and  wife  team  spend  large  amounts  of  time 
assisting  with  school  fundraisers  and  athletic  events, 
as  well  as  their  local  chapter  of  Catholic  Youth 
Organization.  Their  children  are  also  active  in  extra¬ 
curricular  activities  at  their  respective  schools. 

Today,  despite  an  increase  in  enrollment  three  times 
higher  than  the  national  rate  over  the  last  10  years, 
only  a  mere  1 5%  of  Catholic  college-age  students  are 
enrolled  in  a  Catholic  college  or  university.  The  story 
of  Bruce  Hicks  provides  not  only  a  positive  message 
about  Saint  Joseph’s  College,  but  about  the  overall 
benefits  of  a  Catholic  college  education.

Hicks  wasn’t  born  Catholic.  He 
wasn’t  raised  Catholic.  But  in 
1972,  as  he  entered  the  doors  of 
St.  Ignatius  High  School  in 
Cleveland,  Ohio,  as  a  sophomore 
transfer  student,  he  knew  his  new 
faith-based  school  would  change 
his  educational  experience. 
“Until  that  point,  receiving  an 
education  wasn’t  particularly  a 
good  time  for  me.  I  had  attended 
Cleveland  public  schools  all  of  my 
life  -  schools  that  were  pretty 
intense.  I  always  did  well,  but  I 
was  usually  miserable,”  he 
explained.  “Shortly  after  starting 
my  first  day  at  Ignatius,  I  was 
struck  with  the  emphasis  the 
school  placed  upon  character, 
responsibility,  and  faith.  Religious 
education  helped  me  grow  into  a 
person  with  an  appreciation  for  all 
of  these  attributes.” 

Therefore,  when  the  time  came  to 
discuss  plans  for  the  future,  he 
knew  exactly  what  kind  of  college 
education  he  wanted.  “I  needed  to 
find  a  college  environment  where 
the  values  I  developed  in  high 
school  would  still  be  important,” 
Hicks  said.  “My  grades  had 
improved  and  my  SAT  scores 
were  high,  so  I  received  a  number 
of  offers  from  some  good  schools. 
But  I  was  concerned  about 
whether  I’d  get  lost.  My  high 
school  education  was  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  becoming  confident  and 
happy  in  school.  I  couldn’t  risk 
giving  up  that  feeling.” 

Enter  Saint  Joseph’s  College. 
While  making  his  way  through 
numerous  viewbooks  and  bro¬ 
chures,  Hicks  was  struck  by  SJC’s 
emphasis  on  tradition  and  values. 


“I  felt  the  College  focused  more 
on  what  a  student  was  supposed 
to  get  out  of  an  education  and  less 
on  merely  emphasizing  a  selection 
of  majors,”  he  said.  “It  seemed  to 
provide  students  with  a  tradition- 
rich,  smaller  setting  where 
individual  development  was  just 
as  important,  if  not  more  impor¬ 
tant  than,  academics.” 

As  a  Puma,  Hicks  jumped  into 
college  life.  He  was  a  member  of 
both  the  Marching  and  Pep  Bands, 
Choir,  Psychology  Club,  and 
Columbian  Players  (SJC’s  theatre 
organization).  He  also  served  his 
residence  hall  as  a  Resident 
Assistant  for  one  semester  and 


was  elected  as  a  Congress 
Organizational  Senator  during  his 
senior  year.  However,  his  social 
calendar  wasn’t  the  only  part  of 
his  life  that  flourished.  “SJC  had 
a  profound  affect  on  my  beliefs,” 
he  said.  “I  remember  a  class  dis¬ 
cussion  where  another  student 
broached  the  subject  of  atheism. 
He  talked  about  how  he  and  a 
friend  were  affected  by  the  loss  a 
companion.  His  friend  lost  faith 
and  drifted  away  from  church.  The 
student,  at  least  for  awhile,  also 
felt  uncertain  about  his  beliefs.  I 
fully  expected  the  priest  who  led 
the  class  to  dismiss  the  matter  with 
some  religious  cliche.  However, 
we  ended  up  spending  the  rest  of 


that  day  discussing  our  opinions. 
The  priest  even  spent  considerable 
time  as  a  devil’s  advocate, 
constructing  an  argument  for 
atheism  and  agnosticism.  He  then 
discussed  how  his  faith  was 
formed.  I  was  so  impressed  by  the 
respect  that  the  topic  was  given. 
At  the  time,  I  was  naive  enough 
to  believe  that  something  was 
wrong  with  me  when  I  questioned 
my  belief  in  a  higher  power  at 
all.  I  was  energized  by  the 
demonstration  that  our  intellectual 
curiosity  and  occasional  doubts 
were  not  inconsistent  with 
religious  beliefs.” 

As  Hicks’s  beliefs  were  influ¬ 


enced  by  his  environment,  so  were 
his  actions.  He  developed  signifi¬ 
cant  relationships  with  priests  and 
professors  on  campus,  and  even 
met  the  woman  who  would 
eventually  become  his  wife.  He 
continued  to  hit  the  books.  And 
sometimes,  in  times  of  trouble,  he 
prayed.  “During  my  sophomore 
year,  I  faced  a  serious  academic 
crisis,”  he  said.  “I  hit  a  brick  wall 
in  a  very  demanding  course  - 
Intermediate  Accounting.  Since  I 
was  doing  well  in  my  other 
courses,  I  couldn’t  figure  out  my 
problem  since  I  seemed  to  under¬ 
stand  the  material.  However,  my

Catholic  and  non-Catholic 
students  alike.  “I  think  the  lasting 
effect  of  such  an  education  is 
appreciation  for  the  importance  of 
other  persons  and  respecting  their 
positions  and  opinions,”  he 
explained.  “A  Catholic  college 
offers  young  people  an  environ¬ 
ment  where  they  are  not  expected 
to  put  aside  their  beliefs  in  order 
to  gain  intellectual  maturity.  Faith 
and  learning  are  not  mutually 
exclusive;  they  grow  alongside 
each  other.  Schools  like  SJC  also 
implant  the  seed  of  seeking  mean¬ 
ing  outside  of  oneself,  moving 
from  self-centeredness  to  serving 
others.  That’s  a  lesson  that  is 
never  forgotten  and  is  never  over.”

several  friends  who  found  me 
wandering  around  campus  one 
day  and  tried  to  console  me.  One 
upperclassman  stayed  with  me 
awhile  and  suggested  that  we  pray 
over  it.  At  first,  it  seemed  like  a 
ridiculous  suggestion,  but  we  tried 
it,  and  it  helped  me  make  the 
decision  to  alter  my  plans  and  feel 
comfortable  with  my  decision.” 
He  added,  “Looking  back,  I  may 
have  overreacted  to  the  situation, 
but  it  sure  didn’t  feel  that  way  at 
the  time.  The  initial  feeling  of  fail¬ 
ure  was  crushing,  and  I’m  glad  I 
found  a  way  to  get  through  it.”  By 
the  end  of  his  senior  year,  Hicks 
(and  his  soon-to-be  wife.  Sue)  had 
become  Catholic. 

The  education  Hicks  received  as 
a  young  man  has  given  him  much

Rev.  Donald  Shea,  C.PP.S. 

Rev.  Donald  Shea,  C.PP.S.  passed  away  on 
January  18th  at  St.  Francis  Health  Care 
Center  in  Green  Springs,  Ohio,  where  he 
was  recuperating  from  a  heart  ailment.  Shea 
spent  24  years  at  Saint  Joseph’s  College 
as  a  faculty  member  for  the  History 
Department. 

Shea  was  at  Saint  Joseph’s  for  two  years 
before  he  was  ordained  into  the  Missionar¬ 
ies  of  the  Precious  Blood.  Afterwards,  he 
completed  his  doctorate  in  History  at 
Loyola  University  in  Chicago  and  then 
resumed  his  teaching  career  at  SJC.  He 
spent  the  next  22  years  in  that  capacity  and 
was  in  time  named  Department  Chair. 
During  his  tenure,  he  also  served  the 
College  as  Athletic  Director  and  Coordi¬ 
nator  of  Student  Affairs.  Shea  left  SJC 
during  the  1976-1977  academic  year  to 
assist  with  the  Ford-Dole  presidential 
campaign,  and  in  1977,  he  accepted  an 
appointment  by  the  Republican  National 
Committee  in  Washington  as  its  ethnic- 
religious  liaison.  At  the  time  of  his  death, 
he  was  the  Program  Director  at  the 
Sorrowful  Mother  Shrine,  sponsored  by  the 
C.PP.S.,  in  Bellevue,  Ohio. 

“Fr.  Shea  was  bright,  perceptive,  and  an 
acute  judge  of  character,”  said  Rev.  Paul 
White,  CPP.S.  ’54,  who  was  both  Shea’s 
classmate  in  the  seminary  and  his  colleague 
at  SJC.  “Students  looked  forward  to  his 
unique  teaching  style,  which  was  both 
exacting  and  entertaining.  Fr.  Shea  was 
famous  around  campus  for  taking  his 
students  outside,  next  to  a  pond.  While  they 
watched,  he  would  tear  up  a  set  of  their 
papers  and  throw  them  into  the  pond,  a 
powerful  reminder  to  them  that  he  expected 
only  their  best  work.”

Called  to  Duty 

in  Bosnia 


At  the  beginning  of  January,  Rev.  Dr.  William  Stang,  C.PP.S.  ’72, 
SJC  Professor  of  Biology  and  part-time  member  of  the  United  States 
National  Army  Guard,  left  SJC  at  the  time  of  this  printing  to  begin 
training  in  southern  Indiana  for  active  duty  in  Bosnia,  where  he  will  serve 
as  a  non-combatant  soldier  and  Task  Force  Chaplain  to  Task  Force  Eagle. 
His  primary  duty  will  be  to  support  the  faith  expression  of  each  soldier, 
providing  religious  support  for  soldiers  of  all  faiths  by  seeking  out 
appropriate  spiritual  leaders  for  varying  practices.  He  will  advise  the 
commanding  officers  on  religious  and  moralistic  ideals  and  work  with 
suppliers  to  assure  the  proper  dietary  needs  of  each  religion  are  met,  meet 
with  soldiers  for  personal  counseling,  and  hold  Masses  for  groups  who 
wish  to  pray  during  down  time. 

His  estimated  time  of  return  to  the  United  States  is  uncertain.  “In  the 
past,  I’ve  been  put  on  a  six-month  rotation,  but  in  light  of  recent  events, 
everything  is  up  in  the  air,”  Stang  said.  “I  may  come  home  earlier  than  I 
think  or  I  may  stay  later.  We’ll  see  what  happens.”

This  spring,  SJC  has  more  than  3.4  million 
reasons  to  celebrate.  The  Lilly  numbers  are 
in  and  we  have  much  for  which  to  be  thank¬ 
ful.  From  June  1 ,  2002  -  December  3 1 , 2003, 
SJC  raised  $3,427,007  in  matchable  funds  out 
of  a  possible  $3.5  million  from  Lilly  Endowment. 

Lilly  Endowment’s  Special  Initiative  to  Strengthen 
Philanthropy  for  Indiana  Higher  Education  Institu¬ 
tions  was  designed  to  encourage  contributions  from 
alumni,  employees,  students,  parents,  and  friends.  To 
this  end,  Lilly  Endowment  matched,  dollar-for-dollar, 
gifts  made  during  the  19  months  prior  to  December 
31,  2003.  Saint  Joseph’s  College  took  this  challenge 
to  heart  and  worked  hard  to  not  only  meet  the 
fundraising  challenge  but  to  also  meet  the  ultimate  goal 
-  strengthen  involvement  from  those  who  have  an 
interest  in  the  mission  of  Saint  Joseph’s  College. 

The  financial  outcome  was  a  tremendous  success.  The 
College  raised  $3,515,638  during  this  period,  of  which

The  other  tremendous  news  is  the  increase  seen 
in  donor  participation  rates  during  the  Lilly 
Initiative.  The  alumni  donor  participation  rate 
was  22%  at  the  start  of  the  challenge  and  climbed 
to  28.4%  by  December  3 1 , 2003.  This  is  the  high¬ 
est  rate  the  College  has  seen  in  recent  years.  The 
faculty  and  staff  of  SJC  also  saw  the  tremendous 
opportunity  and  supported  the  College  at  an 
unprecedented  rate  of  45%.

Four  New  Football  Coaches 
Added  to  Staff 

In  recent  months,  the  Saint  Joseph’s  College  football 
program  has  welcomed  four  new  coaches,  including 
new  head  coach  Tim  Lester,  to  the  staff. 

Before  coming  to  SJC,  Lester  had  been  the  offensive 
coordinator  at  Elmhurst  College  for  the  past  two  seasons. 
He  is  a  graduate  of  Western  Michigan  University,  where 
he  started  as  quarterback  and  broke  numerous  school  and 
Mid-American  Conference  passing  records.  He  also 
played  professionally  in  the  Arena  Football  League  and 
the  XFL. 

Since  his  hiring  in  late  December,  Lester  has  added  assis¬ 
tant  offensive  coordinator  and  special  teams  coordinator 
Jake  Moreland,  defensive  coordinator  Lou  Esposito,  and 
defensive  backs  coach  Matt  St.  Germain. 

Moreland  was  a  teammate  of  Lester’s  at  Western 
Michigan  and  coached  tight  ends  and  tackles  last  season 
at  Elmhurst.  He  was  a  starter  at  tight  end  and  caught  more 
passes  (143)  than  anyone  at  that  position  in  the  school’s 
history.  He  went  on  to  spend  two  seasons  in  the  National 
Football  League  with  the  New  York  Jets  and  Cleveland 
Browns. 

Esposito  comes  to  SJC  after  a  season  as  the  co-defensive 
and  special  teams  coordinator  of  the  Memphis  Xplorers 
of  the  Arena2  Football  League.  He  also  coached  both  the 
offensive  and  defensive  line,  as  well  as  linebackers  and 
fullbacks.  He  played  for  the  Xplorers  in  2001-2002, 
playing  both  sides  of  the  line. 

St.  Germain  played  his  collegiate  ball  at  the  University 
of  Iowa,  where  he  played  both  linebacker  and  defensive 
end.  Since  graduating  in  2001,  he  had  been  at  Western 
Illinois  University  for  three  seasons.  He  was  assistant 
linebackers  coach  in  2001  and  assistant  defensive  backs 
coach  the  past  two  seasons.  In  the  past  two  years, 
Western  was  20-6  and  made  the  NCAA  Division  I-AA 
quarterfinals  both  years. 


Holden  Breaks  GLVC 
Assist  Record 

Puma  senior  men's  basketball  player 
Jamie  Holden  is  continuing  to 
rewrite  the  assist  records  at  SJC,  break¬ 
ing  the  school  career  mark  with  his  first 
assist  of  the  season  November  15th  at 
Drury  University.  He  recently  recorded 
his  100th  assist  of  the  2003-04  season, 
becoming  the  first  player  at  SJC  to  reach 
that  plateau  each  of  his  four  years. 

Holden  also  added  the  Great  Lakes 
Valley  Conference  career  assist  mark  to 
his  record  collection  this  season.  He 
came  into  the  season  needing  to 
average  five  assists  per  game  in  confer¬ 
ence  play  to  break  the  record  of  483, 
which  only  counts  games  between 
conference  opponents.  He  broke  the 
record  January  31st  in  an  83-80  home 
victory  over  Southern  Indiana. 

He  came  into  the  season  already  hold¬ 
ing  SJC’s  single-season  and  single¬ 
game  assist  records,  as  well  as  the 
career  and  single-game  records  for 
steals.

Where 
Is  He 
Now? 

Rev.  Phil  Gilbert,  C.PP.S.  ’52 

With  more  than  50  years  of  service  under  his  belt. 
Rev.  Phil  Gilbert,  C.PP.S.  ’52  has  one  of  the 
longest-running  relationships  with  Saint 
Joseph’s  College.  It  began  when  he  came  to  SJC  in  the  late 
1940’s  to  study  Mathematics.  Once  here,  he  became  inter¬ 
ested  in  ministry.  “I  was  influenced  very  positively  by  the 
many  fathers,  brothers,  and  seminarians  I  came  in  contact 
with,”  he  said.  “They  did  many  good  works  for  the  Lord, 
and  I  didn’t  think  it  was  inappropriate  for  me  to  be  involved 
in  similar  works.” 

After  graduating  in  1952,  Gilbert  entered  the  seminarian 
program  at  St.  Charles  Seminary  in  Carthagena,  Ohio,  and 
was  ordained  into  the  Society  of  the  Precious  Blood  in  1960. 
His  first  assignment  was  teaching  in  the  Mathematics 
Department  at  SJC.  He  left  for  a  brief  time  to  earn  his 
master’s  degree  at  the  University  of  Illinois  and  returned  to 
campus  in  1964,  and  he’s  been  teaching  ever  since. 

In  addition  to  his  teaching  duties,  Gilbert  was  an  Assistant 
to  the  Dean  of  Men  (a  position  currently  known  as  the  Dean 
of  Students)  for  a  short  time.  “I  was  something  of  a 
disciplinarian,  and  I  think  the  students  saw  me  and  my  small 
stature  as  a  Napoleon-like  figure,”  he  said.  He  has  served 
on  the  Student  Life  Committee  as  Chair  and  was  also 
active  on  the  Athletic  Committee  and  Academic  Cabinet. 
“The  Academic  Cabinet  was  almost  by  default,  since  I  was 
the  Chair  of  the  Mathematics  Department  and  Coordinator 
of  the  Math  and  Science  Division,”  he  explained. 

Gilbert  is  still  teaching  within  the  Mathematics  Department 
and  is  proud  of  the  curriculum’s  progression.  “For  a  school 
of  our  size,  we  have  very  up-to-date  technology,  and  we 
have  a  lot  to  offer  for  those  wanting  to  improve  their 
quantitative  skills,”  he  said.  “We  also  have  an  outstanding 
group  of  people  who  do  excellent  work.”
